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-BATTLE OF HELENA. 

In our issue of the 25th ult, we published a 
fow brief extracts from tho statements of Gov. 
Flanegan, in relation to the attack on Helena 
by our forces on the 4th July, whieh appear- 
edin the Arkarsas Patuot We now find 
full particulars of (his disastrous engagement 
in the same paper of a later date, which, 
though lengthy, will amply repay a careful 
perusal, as it will rank among the bloodiest 
engagements of the war. 

The “Patriot” gives tho following descnip- 
tion of the town of Helena, which we copy, as 
it will better enable our icaders to compre- 
hend the difficulties our hoops had to encoun- 
ter. and the utter impracticability of any suc- 
cessful results following such an ill-advised 
movement: 


The town of Helena stands on the bank of 
the Mississippi, m a small bottom of semi-cir- 
cular form, surrounded from north-east to 
south-west by high hills, disconnected from, 
and rnnning nto each other, 1n every conceiv- 
able shape. Upon five or six of these elevat- 
ed points, is erected forts, built of sand-bags 
and earthworks, sufficiently capacious to con- 
tain and operate from six to eight heavy pieces 
of ordnance. These forts are literally fenced 
in with rifle pits, front and rear. sidded ta 
this, al] the roads or avenues of approach, are 
Aled wp with fallen timber, for a half mile or 
more jn extent. Our army, to reach the forts, 
had to chaige up these hills, and over this 
timber, fiom four to six hundred yards; suf- 
fering all the while from a most galling fire, 
so far being unable to inflict the slightest m- 
jury upon the enemy. i 

After passing thiough this fiery ordeal, 
those who had strength and comage enough 
to gain the heights, had then to storm the rifle 
pits and fortifications, Many of our men fell 
from exhaustion before they ieached the 
fightmg pomt. Some, deeming discretion the 
better part of valor, turned back. None ad- 
vanced, except those who preferred death to 
dishonor, and many, many thus met their fate 
bravely, heioically, without a murmor. 

The following deserption of the fight is 


published in the shape of a communication 
addressed to His Excellency, Gov. Reynolds, 
of Missouri, and dated Parsons’ Brigade, Mo- 
Volunteers, Des Ark, July 18th: 


We left Jacksonport en-route for Helena, 
on Monday, June 22d. For tho first two 
days, our march was through « pleasant 
country, with good roads. On Wednesday, 
the 28th, ns we passed through Augusta, the 
rain commenced, *For three days it poured 
down in torments. Tho result was, that every 
stream became a river; and, worst of all, 
Cache and Bayou de View overflowed the 
bottoms fora mile on citherside, Bridges 
and cross ways had to be built over some of 
these stieanis—others were headed; niules 
were swam around floating crossways; wag- 
ons were drawn across by prolongs, and am- 
munition boxes ferried over in boats, Thro’ 
mud and water, sometimes.knee deep, some- 
times waist deep, for a mile at a stretch, 
aur men waded, carrying their shoes and 
pentaloons upon their shoulders; it was even 
unsafe for horses, and on one occasion at 
least, Geu. Parsons himself dismounted, and 
led his wading column through the bayou. 
So bad were tho roada that, with hard work, 
in four days we made only 20 miles. Yet, 
though wet for days together, though thefr 
feat were blistered, though frequently with- 
out food, and though sleeping m drenchin 
rains without tents to cover them; yet, thro 
all, our men bore up cheerfully. Helena 
and, victory were ahead, Helena was to 
them the representative word fer flour, 
clothing, bouts, shoes, and yarioug other ar- 
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ticles with which they had been but scantily 
supplied, or not-supplied at all, 

On‘ Monday, June 29th, we were safely 
across Bayou de: View, and 65 miles from 
Helena. From this on, the roads, though 
bad, were better than they had been before, 
and we made good progress. On Friday 
noon, July 8, we enmped 7 miles fiom Hel- 
ena, 

In the evenmg, Gen, Holmes called to- 
gethor Ma). Gen, Price and the commanders 
of brigades, and announced the plan of bat- 
tlo; Maj. Gen. Price was placed n charge of 
McRea’s and Parson's brigades, and it was 
assigned to them to take the fort on Graves 
yard Hill Gen. Holmes stated that this 
was the main fort—the key to tha others, 
and he ordered it to be taken and held atall 
hazards. This was the only duty assigned 
these brigades. The responsibility of the 
whole battle, Gen. H., smd, rested here, as 
the other hmgades would be sure to do their 
duty. Fagan was to teke the fort on the 
right, Maimaduke and Walker those on the 
left, and a simultaneous attack was to be 
made at day hght. Ile concluded by stating 
that he was in sole command, and saying 
where he would be found during the engage- 
ment. 

And now, all through camp were seen 
preparations for battle—officers were in- 
structing their men—surgeons, with profes- 
sional nonchalance, discussing future ampu- 
tations; while the men, collected in little 
groups, were some engaged in filling oat- 
ridge boxes or haversacks; some of the most 
sanguine were talking over the good things 
in commissary and quarter master’s stores 
they would draw at Helena, while others of 
amore scious tum of mind—inen whose 
piety had stood the test of camps, were 
singing religious hymns. Here and there 
some old campaigner was trying to get a 
little sleep, before the march commeneed, 
but all felt scious and earnest. 

A httle after midnight, on the morning® of 
the 4th, our men marched out; though lcu- 
dy, the moon was up, and the men could 
without difficulty, see their way. For tno 
or three miles the road was kept, then a 
blind path was taken along a httle stream to 
within two mies of Helena; from this on the 
route was away from any track, and overs 
succession of stecp hills and hollows, whith 
were made still more impassable by the fall- 
en trees which the Federals had felled in 
every direction to prevent our approach — 
Through this no artillery could pass, and it 
was left behind, while all the company that 
could bo spared were sent forward under 
command of Lieut La Soeur , 

About daylight, our brigade, which Gen. 
Parsons had formed in column by divisidu, 
at half distance, came to halt; the Colonels 
were assigned their respective duties; orders 
were gien to load,-and every plan of attack 
laid down. A liteafter daylight the mareh 
wis resumed, and officers and men, all on 
foot, went climbing up or jumping and slid- 
ing down the hills together. 

About a mile before reaching the fort, the 
Feds commenced shelling us from prtteries 
which were on the other side of the :idge 
and out of sight. The accuracy with which 
the shell were thown showed that they 
knew tho exact range of their gung, knew 
we were coming, and the route we wehe 
taking. Several other things showed that 
they were prepared ior us. Federal prison- 
ers gay that forty-eight hours before our nte 
tack they had Inid in the trenches expectire 
us, and a gunbont was at the wharf awaiting 
our arrival, 


A little after daylight, when about half n 
mile from the fort, Maj. Pindall’s battalion 
of sharpshooters which had been deployed 
in front, commenced skirmishing with the 
enemy. Gradually and steadily they drove 
them back to their intrenchments, Never 
did men show more daring and activity than 
ours; from behind stwups and logs, or 
perched fay out in the branches of fallen 
trees they poured in their deadly fire on the 
gunners of the enemy, and with such suc» 
cess thatin fifteen minutes half of them were 
kitled or wounded so that they could not 
work their guns, 

About half an hour after sunrise, wo were 
about 300 yarda from the Grave-yard fort; 
heie a slight halt was made to enable Gen, 
MeRea to come up, and take hia place on 


the left, Then came a charge at a double 
quick, each regiment starting off with deaf 
ening yells and cheers, Just at this moment 
a heavy fire of musketry opencd from the 
rifle pits 150 yards distant on the rpht, ac- 
companied with showers of shot and shell 
from the forts beyond—the guns in front 
algo poured in their fire until we were with- 
in 150 yards of them, bus neither batteries 
nor rifle pits could stop our determined men, 
keeping theit ranks as well dressed as if at 
n review, and unheeding shot or shell, thoy 
dashed on—and in hardly Jess time than it 
takes to wiite it, the fag of White’s regi 
ment was floating from the works, suluted 
by a thousand cheers, 

When 150 yards from the fort, the enemy 
abandoned their guns and fled precipitately 
down the nll—ow boys, however, were too 
fast for them. Five Federals were captured, 
aud also two or three “Americans of Afri- 
can descent,” in artillery uniform, but those, 
unfortunately, are missing. The two brig- 
ades entered the fort almost simultaneously, 
MoRea’s on the left, and ours on the right. 
Capt. Coke was so fortunate as fo be the first 
within the walls, though several others fol- 
lowed in quick succession. 

At this hme, the wew from the summit of 
Giave-yard hill was one of thnllng interest, 
In front, half x2 mile distaut, was the Miss- 
issippi—in front and on esther side, wero 
the forts of the enemy, situated, I may say, 
without much inaceuracy at the angles of a 
diamond shaped paralellogram, On onr 
right, and nearer tho river, was Fort Hind- 
man, whieh the gallant Fagan was then en- 
gaging, and which lavished its shot and shell 
on both us and hum, The rifle pits were all 
engaged with him, while a body of cavalry 
was diawn up within the fort. Farther on 
towards the river, was the main encampmen, 
of the enemy. In our front was Fort Curt 
tix—on the left, but not so near the river as- 


Fort Ilndman, was Fort Gorman—on the. 


right, but in front, was the encmy’s gunboat, 
and all were belching forth fire and smoke. 
On the oxtreme loft, t mila distant, were the 
forts attacked by Marmaduke and Walker, 
But though all these, with the oxeeption of 
the last, were firing upon us; yet our boys 
pore it all unflinchingly. They had perform- 
ed all the duty assigned them—they felt 
they were able to hold what they had takon, 
and confidently awaited the fallof the other 
forts, and then the surrender of Helena. 
But these thoughts were of bet a mo- 
ments durahon, They had hardly timo to 
re-form—some regiments not yet re-formed, 
when Gen, Holmes, viding up to Col. Burns, 
and asking whut fori that wagin font, or- 
dered our regiments ta charge it, Burns 
gavo the order to Col. Lewis, and both at 
once led their columns towardsit. The other 
regiments heard the order and passed for- 
ward to aid tle movement. A portion of 
Picket’s advanced on the left, while Col, 
White charged down on the tents in front, 
Thus far, all had been successful, and onr 
vharge so boldly and quickly made that our 
loss was but slight—not more ‘than thirty 
Liked and wounded. But hore commenced 
our troubles, Tort Curtis was the best tor- 
tified of all, with high walls, and the dirt 
dug down perpendicularly for 6 or 8 feet be- 
low thom. 
by alarge bady of infantry on both mght 
and left, which, not being attacked by any 
other foree, were at liberty to bring all their 
fire to bear upon our men at once. In ad- 
dition to this, the guns of Fort iTindman 
and Gorman were brought to bear upon 
them. Through all this storm ef bullets, 
shot and shell, our three regiments on the 
left adyanced for 860 yards, But human 
nature could bear no more. The exertions 
of the past five hours in chmbing the hills of 
Helena, had taken away their strength =- 
The stm was betring down upon them so 
intensely hot that some of the hardiest vet- 
erans fell down in the open field—on the 
right they were being ont-flauked—without 
batteries, (for their own had been left be- 
hind, and those they had captured wore 
apiked,) they had only muskétry ta oppose 
shot and ghell—on the right and left the 
other brigades had failed to take the forts 
assigned them, and to advance alone was 
useless, They hold their position withia 
150 yards of It, Curtis, some 15 or 20 min- 
utes, and then rejoined Gen. Parsons. 
Some of our bravest boys remained too

long—remained until theiy were out-flanked, 
and tho the terrible cross-fire between thont 
and our fort, prevented their retuin—others 
fell down from” sun-stroké and sheer ox- 
haustion, Among the latter was Col. Lewis, 
Several others were unable lo moveo, but 
were helped away by friends, Not more 
than one half of those who had ndvanced, 
re-joined our commend. In the meantime, 
Col. White's regiment had charged the tonts 
at tho oxtomity of the Graveyard, 100 
yards distant. Tero, from some cnw, his 
regiment experienced a similar loss. Hero 
the gallant MayorSanforid fell dead, and Col, 
White wounded. Just at this time, be was 
ordered back to Gem Parsons, 

For some time after the fort was taken, it 
was occupied by Gens. MeRow and Parsons 
together. The former was then sent to as- 
sist Gen. Fagan im tabing Fort Hindman— 
His bugado rushed forward gallantly to 
make the charge, but the same murderous 
fire that had thinned our ranks, was concen- 
trated on them, and they were compelled to 
withdraw, At the sumo time, Gen. Parsons 
was ordered.to hold Giaveyaurd hill, Waith- 
out artillery, with but 800 or {00 men, this 
was no cusy task. Four a(tacks were made 
upon him by numbers equal to his own, 
and backed by the batteries of the forts and 
mortars of the gunboats, Ouee the enemy 
came near enough to demand a surrender, 
but our boys hurled back a yell of defiance, 
and drove them back, 

The fort was held for five hours, At half- 
past 10 o'clock, Gen, Brice gave the ordor 
to retire. All the other troops had with- 
drawn, and our brigade then lett the field, 

So ends the fightat Helena, Our Leigade 
did what ıt went there to do, but ovr lossuy 
are terrible,

On the 
evening following tavo parties of Indians ware dise 
covers a few miles apart An attach was mado, 
und all the horses of the savages wero ietaken ox 
cept what were ridden by the foromost party’ 
Two children, agiri about 12, and a boy about 10 
yoars of age, son and nicoo of Mr, ‘Wilson, of 
Parker county, wero resouod The Indlans made 
their escape. Considerable alarm exists in the 
reighvothood of Stephenvillotho Indians having 
slaughtered p beef clos to thojtown.

Tho firet cotton orders emanating from ow Tow- 
ag gnd Arkansas Generals dvstroyed conidenoe on 
the part of Mexican merchants, who desirud 
friendly mercantilo relations with the Ooniad- 
eracy Those whd bad entrusted their proporty 
across the Rio Granda, suffered elthor directly or 
indhcotly by those ordera, and othora whe looked 
upon the trade as something that would become 
mammoth ín its growth, and were preparing to 
ongage in it, in proportion to ita maguitude, woro 
atartied when the mask was withdrawn, oxpoatn 
the restrictions whioh endlraled that trado, an 
were disguated with a government, a0 blind to its 
intereata and tho natural liwa of coramorae, as to 
regulate trade by militury administration and force, 
and to blogkade, by thelr acts, the only port whieh 
thelr onemios were unablo ta aloso, The mer- 
chants of Moxiou thon blamed tho Confederate 
Government, and woro ensplolous of the validity 
of the order from tha Secretary of War rescinding 
those ordera of local, aslf-empowaered generala, os 
the five dollar apesio tux was collected after our 
newsyapora had Informed them of the oxistency of 
that ordors and when it was published, the absence 
of any allusion torefunding to the rightful owners

But this indiscriminato solzure of cotton lo 
satlaty a Government emergency, hia oliayged theh 
views, and Jod them to bolove that individual 
offloera, and not the Confederate Stutes Govern- 
mons, is answerable for violated publio faith, and 
destruotion of d trade oqualy valuable to the 
Contederacy aud to Mextoo They ask, “ why is 
it that private cotton Is aelzed, whon, sa shown by 
your papara, tha stock on hand within the State of 
Poxas, fadependbut of thy standing crop, ts nearly 
equal to two yours growth, and oflered for sale In 
exchange for the ourronoy of the ovuntry? What 
hes become of all the cottun the Government 
Agonts bought during the last six months, and 
monopolized the er tr hast of the country 1o 
forward to Brownavillo? Your papera say that 
only alghty odd bates af it can bo accounted for, 
as having reashed the Rio Grando?
